Conds And Its Lunsidasants 


The tide of immigration to Canada oti te rising. — It will gontinue to rise in 
response to the desire of people in the British Isles and on the continent of 
Europe to emigrate to a land where they can find those Opportunities for self 
advancement for themselyes and children, particularly their children, which 
are at present denied to them, and also in response to, the increasing recog- 
nition by the peoptc of Canada that one of the Dominion’s paramount needs 
is incrased population, which recognition is slowly but surely finding accept-" 
ancs in the adoption of a more up-to-date and vigorous policy of immigration 
by the Ottawa Government. A further incentive te increased immigration 
is found in the policy of the British Government encouraging and promoting 
immigration td the overseas Dominions of the Empire. 

It is not sufficient for” Canada and its future merely to receive thousands of 
new settlers. These people of diverse races and tongues must not only be 
received but made welcome; they’ must for their own future good and -Can- 
ada’s welfare and national stability and progress be assimilated as rapidly and 
eompletely as possible into a real and permanent Canadian citizenship. 

In the past, unfortunatély, such assimilation in the minds of many good 
Canadians has been-conceived in a very narrow’ way. © It has meant little 
more than the abandonment by new comers of their native tongue, customs, 
and native dress and the adoption of the English language, Canadian dress 
and customs. While the adoption'of the language, customs, dress and man- 
ners of Canada is desirable and, in their own interests, necesasry for all im- 
migrants, it is not necessary, nor possibly even desirable, that they should 
wholly abandon and seek to forget the language and traditions of the lands 
from which they come. a 

It is of the first importance, however, that all people of foreign extraction 
should be. made heartily welcome in Canada by our Anglo-Saxons. — It is our 
duty to understand these newcomeérs. Particularly, we must abandon the 
attitude of viewing them with suspicion, even disgust. They are not Bohunks, 
nor dirty Galicians, nor narrow, bigoted Mennonites; they are people; they 
are human, with’ spiritual and intellectual capacities. Many of the very 
habits and characteristics to which Anglo-Saxons sometimes so strenuously 
ebject are the outcome of deep religious convictions—something no man 
should despise—or the result of centuries of inherited ideas which cafinot be 
uprooted in a few years. Even if such uprooting was possible there would 
be grave danger of something less desirable and more dangerous taking the 
place of lost convictions and ideals. 2 

These diverse peoples have a distinct contribution to make to the Can- 
ada of the future that_is now in the making, a contribution quite apart from 
the visible, practical and economic one of tilling the soil, raising cattle, build- 
ing railways, roads, of being hewers’of wood and drawers of water for Can- 
ada. They bring to this new country habits of thrift and a willingness to 
work, and work hard even to the extent of downright drudgery, which most 
Anglo-Saxons have yet to learn. These people dre real pioneers. They 
have not despised the land covered with bush to be cleared; no distance to 
market has been too great for them to travel; no stones too heavy to lift. 
They live frugally, clear théir own land, haul their crops to distant market 
towns in zero weaiher. Ina word, they are nation builders. They are not 
living for pleasure, but for future generations, and where you see their 
pionee: shacks, you also see lots of children, ( 

These people, too, bring with them a burning love of liberty.. They know 
from centuries of bitter experience what tyranny and oppression mean. 
They understand the horrors of war. ‘True, there ig danger they may. mis- 
interpret Canadian liberty for licence, but it is for the Anglo-Saxon to endeay- 
or to understand and sympathetically teach and direct. 

The Scandinavians bring to us the sturdy hardiness and fugged upstand. 
ing characters developed about the fjords in the land of the midnight sun, 
men of the type ef Steffanson, the Arctic explorer, who is doing so much for 
the Canada of the future: The Polish people bring from the land of Pader- 
ewski an inborn love of music. Czecho-Slovakia sends us men ond women 
thrille1 with _the inspiration derived from Huss and other national patriots. 
The Hungarian is still influenced by their great hero Kossuth. 

_ These peopic bring a new strain into our Canadian life. 
real Jove for the land; they love the smell of the rich soil; they love the 
beauty of the plowed field; they enjoy the toil in the fields. They bring to 
Canada things we lack. ‘We-have invited them to come; we need their con- 
tribution to the upbuilding of our Dominion. ~ Let us, therefore, welcome 
them, strive mightily to understand them, encourage and assist them, have 
patience with them, because time will work wonders, and above all, let us 
no* look down upon them because their ways are not altogether our ways. 
We owe them something, and it will be repaid in full measure if we exercise 


a reavonable patience and understanding, Canadian neighborliness and Chris- 
tlan charity.

Less Crime In England 


Statistics Show Big Oetrease In Last 
Ten Years 


Less drunkenness, more burglars ar- 
rested, a big drop in minor cases, 
more suicides, 35 double-tragedies, and 
British prisons not so full, are some 
of the outstanding features of the 
crime statistics for 1921, which have 
just been made public. 

During 1921 cases of drunkenness 
totalled 81,383 against 98,606 in 1920 
and 204,028 in 1913. Offences of vio- 
lence declined . to 966 in 1921 from 
1,107 in the previous year. The de- 
crease in the number of cases for 
Offences of a Iss serious character, 
Says the report, confirm the impres- 
sion that poverty and distress were 
potent influences in determining the 
number of crimes and offenses dur- 
ing the year.

The inventor. of stainless — steel, 
which has created such @ revolution in 
the last few years, is a native of Shef- 
field, Mr. Harry Brearley, who got on 
the track of it while studying-the ef 
feet of explosions on gun barrels and 
the inner ‘tubes of large guns. He 
then produced an erosion-resisting 
steel, which, under the name of stain 
less steel has since been used for mak- 
ing cutlery, 

Numerous articles, including tools, 
are now manufactured from the ma- 
terial. A unique example ‘was. an 
enormous axe, presented to Sir Eric 
Geddes last year. 

One of the latest developments In 
the application of the principles em- 
bodied in stainless steel is stainless 
iron, which is steadily making its way 
in every civilized country. 

Both products have numerous uses, 
and enter into motor cars, ships, and 
So on, as well as the equipment of col- 
lieries .and engineering and other 
works. It is anticipated, too, that 
they. will become more and more im- 
portant factors in iron and steel usage 
every where..

Telephoning Through the Earth) 


Words Heard With Great Distinctness 

When Transmitted Through the 
ae Ground 

French seientists have been making 
a number of experiments in telephon- 
ing without the use of wires. In one 
case an ordinary telephonic transmit- 
ter is placed in direct communication 
with the ground.

| British Columbia Leads In Egg Bro- 


duction In Dominion Contest 

Last year a total of 2,590 birds were 
entered in the laying contests con- 
ducted by the Dominion Experimental 
Farms and these birds laid 391,805 
eges, giving an’ average of 151 eggs 
These eggs were laid un- 
der very conceivable weather. condt- 
tion, and laid by a great variety of 
breeds. 

In average production British Col- 
umbia led with 181.2 eggs per bird, 
Ontario was second with 173.5 eggs, 
and the Canadian contest, conducted 
at Ottawa, third with 167.1 eggs. In 
the British Colunrbia contest there 
were 290 birds, in the Ontario 280, 
The. per- 
formance ofthe birds in the Canadian 
stands out when it is taken into con- 
sideration that the birds are shipped 
to Ottawa from all parts of Canada. 

The highest production was given 
by a British Columbia White Wyan- 
dotte—307 egés, the second best by an

295, closely followed in third place by 
an Ontario White Leghorn in the Can- 
adian contest with 294. The highest 
pen proditctijon went to British Colum- 
bia White Wyandottes with 2,601 
eggs, and the second to White Leg- 
horns in the Canadian with 2,498 eggs. 
Barred Plymouth Rocks, led in the 
New Brunswick contest with 2,143 
eggs and the Alberta with 2,180 eggs.

Link Prairie Provinces Into a Com. 
plete Telephone Unit 

Direct telephonic communication 
between Manitoba and Alberta 
through Saskatchewan will be estab- 
lished in the course of the next few 
weeks, it was announced at the close 
of a two-day conference between tele- 
phone officials of the prairie provinces 
held in Regina. 

Manitoba was represented by J. EE. 
Lowry, Commissioner of Telephones, 
and J, W. Delaney, auditor; while R. 
Ee. Baxter, General Superintendent, 
and W. C. Bruce, Traffic Supetintend- 
ent, represented Alberta; and Saska® 
chewan by D. C. McNabb, Deputy Min- 
ister, and W. Warren, Chief Engineer. 

The question of inter-provinctial 
rates was also discussed, but no de- 
cision was arrived at on this point, 
pending consideration by the Sas- 
‘katchéwan Government of the propos- 
als submitted. At present Manitoba 
and. Alberta have a two-minute long 
distance rate while Saskatchewan has 
a three-minute rate.

Ideal growing conditions throughout 
the. province, and the grain crops are 


‘|showing very rapid development, Ap- 


proximately 60. per cent. of all wheat 
is now in the head, and appears to be 
developing very satisfactorily.’ Oats 
and barley 
progress, 

The weather auring the past two 
weeks has been moderately warm with 
frequent showers, and in. some local- 
ities heavy downpours. Moisture con- 
ditions generally could. scareely be 
better, 

Tame hay crops over the prevines 
will be light. Cutting of the first AHf- 
alfa crop in the south is proceeding. 
Rye will be somewhat light, this crop 
having been winter killed in some lor- 
alities. A considerable area has been 
planted in oats for greenfeed, and 
there is also a larger area in fo i ler 
crops than for several years. 

Livestock over the entire province is 
in splendid condition, 
and dairy stock is giving very sutis- 
factory return, 

Conditions for breaking have been 
deal, and as a result there will be new 
land in.erop next year. Tere is atso 
considerable summer fallow being 


done, 
Hail 

With the exception of one * se. yere 
strom in southern Alberta on July 2, 
there has been little damage fror) this 
cause throughout, the provinee, a few 
localities suffering from storms in a 
very limited area. The storm of July 
2 covered an area approximately six 
to eight miles wide, from Okotoks on 
the north to New Dayton on the-south, 
being especially severe — between 
Claresholm and Nobleford, and cover- 
ing in its-path the.distriets of Okotoks 
Claresholm, Stavely, Nobleford, Coal- 
hurst, Lethbridge, Wilson Sidinz and 
Raymond, While the damage from 
this storm will be heavy, there will be 
a considerable recovery, zt is antici- 
pated, in the:later sown grain, which 
had not attained a sufficient height to 
suffer greatly from the hail. In the 
earlier sown fields loss will be from 
50 to 90 per cent. 

Grasshoppers : 

Over the province generally the loss 
from grasshoppers is expected to be 
comparatively slight. In several loc- 
alities in the south-western and south- 
eastern districts of the province, how- 
ever, there are some badly infested 
districts and shipments of poison bait 
material to these areas,have been very 
heavy. Due to. the rapid growth of 
vegetation, farmers in some of these 
areas were unable to 


aphamtnines the hoppers have. devel- 
aped rapidly. 

The organization in these districts 
is working strenuously, however, and 
from. reports received, the losses will 
not be greaty Grasshoppers have been 
doing great damage in the State of 
Montana across the Alberta border, 
with apparently no organized effort to 
combat the pest. With the fear that 
this will result. in s large re-infest- 
ation of Alberta » negotiations 
have been ente: into between the 
provincial department of agriculture, 
the dominion government entomolo- 
gist at Lethbridge, and the state auth- 
orities of Montana, with a view to se- 
curing co-operation between farmers 
on both ‘sides of the line toward clear- 
ing up the territor: along the bound- 
ary line. In the Grande Prairie dis- 
trict, where there has been consider- 
able infestation, excellent work has 
been done, and it is believed the loss 
there will be very slight.
